Dr. C. (*. Korshee, director of the Hudson 
Valley Lafmratroy in Highland, is an acknowl 
edged ex|H*rt lx> th on the McIntosh apple and on 
forecasting crops. 
He explained the ramifications of guessing, 
noting that 
in the past 
many growers were 
dissatisfied with crop predictions because they 
felt yields were overestimated, leading to a lower 
price in the market because of an expected higher 
supply. 
’ Statistically, this wan t borne o u t," he said. 
"T h ey were underestim ated as much as over­ 
estim ated. But there have been serious errors " 
Dr. Korshee now claim s to In* able to estimate 


the final size of both the individual apples and 
the crop by Aug 
I, alw»ut six weeks M o r e 
maturity His melh(»d is based upon comparison 
to a chart he has compiled with data from 5| 
different McIntosh farms in the region 
It 
is ex|iected that 
New 
Nork State, with 
Oregon the leading producers of eating apples, 
will yield a crop of more than one billion pounds 
this year, up about 20 percent from 19 7 4 
And the indication Dr. Korshee gets for the 
New 5 ork New England McIntosh growing re 
gion is that the increase here will parallel that 
of the rest of the state. 


Som e negative (for farmers) impact is expected 
on prices because western New 
York, where 
mostly processing apples are grown, has a large 
crop that, it is feared, may glut the marketplace 
as there is already a surplus from last year 
Dr. horshee says the size of the individual 
apples may lie somewhat smaller than average, 
according to his m easurem ents It this were the 
case, 
he commented, the very 
small apples 
should not l> e harvested He advised selectivity 
m picking, which would admittedly require addi 
tional sujHrvision.

Kissinger Very Close 
To Achieving Peace

A L E X A N D R IA , Egypt (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger was reported so close to achieving an Egyptian-Israeli 
settlement that Egypt joined Israel today in starting to put the 
draft agreement into writing. 


A senior American diplomat with th^ Kissinger party said the 
agreement was 9 0 percent complete but that there could be 
some difficulties with the wording. He said no hitches had risen 
yet. 


Kissinger flew in today with Israel's draft of an accord, and 
spent 45 minutes with President Anwar Sad at of Egypt. The 
Egyptian leader then immediately sum m oned his negotiating 
team and ordered them to write their version ol the treaty. 
While S a d at, Prime Minister M am douh Salem and their 
aides wrote. Kissinger went off to lunch with Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Kahmi. American officials said the Secretary 
will flv back to .Jerusalem late today. 
1 he unexpected pace in Kissinger’s action in Alexandria 
raised the chances the Secretary would succeed in his hopes 
of having the treaty signed by month's end. 
Kissinger had arrived saying he probably would spend the 
day and tonight in Alexandria. 
Kissinger and Sad at kissed in Arab fashion on meeting and 
then settled into wicker chairs on a patio of of the Egypt's 
Mediterranean shore villa for the talks that triggered the faster 
pace of the diplom acy of peace. 
I he last details were said to be the number of American 
civilian technicians who will help man early warning system s 
in the Sinai, the exact m apping of the lines to which Israel will 
fall back in the Sinai and Israeli dem ands that Sad at make 
some of his concessions public. 
Kissinger, showing the caution born of his failure in March 
to bring about a pact, told reporters, "W e are making progress 
but issues remain to be settled.” 
Sunday, diplom atic informants in -Jerusalem told I ’PI cor­ 
respondent Allen Alter the secretary had secured agreement 
between Egypt and Israel on major provisions on the pact and 
needed only to get the provisions down in writing before 
completing his 10th Middle East Peace mission. 
A senior I .S. official in the Kissinger party told newsmen 
aboard the plane shuttling Kissinger to Alexandria from Israel 
that the secretary and Sad at would spend the day at the 
Egyptian leader’s Mediterranean shore villa. 
The official said the two leaders were working on the wording 


of the agreement and on m aps pinpointing Israeli withdrawal 
and Egyptian advance in the Sinai Desert under the pact. 
The official said the delicate mapwork will lie vitually 
complete by the end of the day. He said that 
in such 
substantive matters, the I .S., Israeli and Egyptian efforts were 
9 0 per cent done. 
I'hat left the highly delicate m atter of writing down the 
agreement hammered out in the four-day shuttle negotiations 
by Kissinger. The senior official said the writing was treach­ 
erous diplom atic ground. 
Kissinger and S a d at's manner with each other spelled 
cooperation. 
Kissinger, 
landing in 
his air force jet 
near 
Alexandria, helicoptered to S a d at's M aam oura palace and 
marched into his host's arms. 
They sm iled. They em braced each other. They kissed. 
Sad at planted a kiss on each of Kissinger’s cheeks in the Arab 
tradition of brotherhood that the -Jewish-American Seretary 
and the Egyptian leader have established in their dealings. 
\V hen they settled into wicker chairs on the patio overlooking 
the blue sea, Sad at told reporters, "T here are still issues to be 
resolved." 
He hedged most questions on specific issues, saying he had 
to discuss them with Kissinger. But asked if parts ol the 
settlement will be kept secret, Sad at said, “ Nothing will be 
secret.” 


The senior U.S. official earlier said one of the touchiest 
matters in the drafting process was Israel’s desire to include 
provisions that would show the progress toward peace between 
Egypt and the -Jewish state. For exam ple, the settlement was 
expected to include a pledge by Cairo to soften its propaganda 
attacks on Israel. 
On the other hand, the official told reporters, it was this kind 
of provision that Egypt would not want m ade public, lest it 
hurt Cairo’s dealings with her more militant Arab partners. 
A reporter asked Sad at it he would accept an invitation to 
visit the United States in the fall. 
"C ertain ly," replied the Egyptian President. 
Kissinger smiled but m ade no comment. 
Kissinger brought with him to Alexandria Israeli drafts of 
suggested wording. The Secretary was expected to fetch S ad at's 
own ideas on wording back to -Jerusalem Tuesday. 
Kissinger left two aides in -Jerusalem M onday working with 
tbe Israelis on the wording ol the U.S.-Israeli agreement that 
would accom pany any Israeli-Egyptian pact.

cases. 
Hall an d Tay lo r were p ro secu ted by U.S. Atto rn ey William 
Bu rkett, a Nix o n ap p o in tee an d p o litical o p p o n en t o f Hall. A 
the trial, the tap es were a sen satio n . The tran scrip ts, tho u gh 
n o t ad mitted in to co u rt ev id en ce were d ramatically u sed by 
Bu rkett, n ev ertheless, to su mmarize what he said the ju ro rs 
were hearin g o n the scratchy tap es. 
He u sed them to ex amin e witn esses, q u o ted fro m them to 
make his argu men ts an d wav ed them befo re the ju ry . Thu s, 
the erro rs in the tran scrip ts became p art o f the fiber o f the trial. 
On so me p o in ts, the d efen se atto rn ey s q u estio n ed their 
accu racy , an d man y tran scrip ts were red o n e. Bu t ev en tho u gh 
.FBI agen ts swo re the n ew v ersio n s were accu rate, we fo u n d 
them still fu ll o f mistakes. 
Fed eral Ju d ge Fred Dau ghterv allo wed the erro r-rid d led 
tran scrip ts to be u sed at the trial, an d bo th d efen d an ts were 
co n v icted . Hall was sen ten ced to three y ears, Tay lo r to 18 
mo n ths. The case is n o w head ed fo r the ap p eals co u rts. 
We hav e listen ed carefu lly to the tap es an d hav e co mp ared 
them to the tran scrip ts. We fo u n d erro r after erro r, as man y 
as 100 p er p age. Un acco u n table gap s, a la Ro se Mary Wo o d s, 
o ccu r at strategic mo men ts. 
Altho u gh we fo u n d so me o missio n s an d d isto rtio n s which, if 
co rrected , wo u ld stren ghen Bu rkett’s case, we fo u n d mo re 
in stan ces that wo u ld help Hall an d Tay lo r. In an y ev en t, the 
ju ry clearly d id n o t get the "best ev id en ce." 
On ly ho u rs befo re he was accu sed , fo r in stan ce, Hall was still 
in sistin g to his secretary o f state that he kn ew n o thin g abo u t 
a bribe. Ro gers, with his secret reco rd er go in g, wo rked artfu lly 
to trap the go v ern o r in to an ad missio n . 
“ Yo u kn o w," said the go v ern o r, "1 d o n 't kn o w what y o u ’re 
talkin g abo u t.” 
Ro gers seemed to agree, say in g: “ T ha t’s a d eal." Bu t this 
statemen t, ten d in g to clear Hall, n ev er ap p eared in the 
go v ern men t tran scrip t.

There's only one intra-city rivalry left in 
the National Football League, but it's the 
real thing. 
W hen the Giants and the -lets get together 
for their annual preseason showdown to 
stake out "bragging rights" to New York 
C ity for the next year, the word exhibition 
is not appropriate to the game. 
The Giants' 21-20 Sunday squeaker over 
the -Jets kept the tradition going. It had the 
requisite number of surprises, not the least 
being the last play of the game. Kookie

a field goal attempt from the 38 that would 
have won it for the -lets after they had moved 
the ball from their own 47 in the final two 
minutes. 
Craig Morton, the Giants' quarterback 
who came from Dallas last year to suffer 
through a 2-12 season in which the team lost 
several games it should have won, summed 
up the reaction of his teamates. 
" I guess then1 is some justice." Morton 
said. 
"W e played so well up here sometimes last 
season when we lost. Today we stunk out the 
place and won." 
M orton, 
however, came alive when 
it 
looked like the Je ts would run away with the 
game. 
After Jazz Jackson fumbled the second 
half kickoff to start the momentum swinging 
to, the Giants, Morton got a hot hand and 
fired two touchdown passes in the third 
period that put the Giantsahead to stay. He 
hit tight end Bob Tucker for a 13-yard 'I'D 
pass and followed that with a seven-yarder 
to .reserve fullback Steve Crosby for the 
eventual winning score. 
"Fortunately, we won," Morton said, "but 
I'm not proud of the way I threw out there 
today. I thought when we came out tor the 
second half that we couldn’t do any worse 
than we had in the first half. 1 was right." 
Morton completed 11-of-26 passes for 108 
yards, but many of them were dumps to 
backs when his prim ary receivers were cov­ 
ered. 
The -lets, though disappointed about the 


loss, were smiling about one of the pleasant 
surprises of the afternoon, the play of rookie 
quarterback J . J . Jones, who opened cam p as 
the number four signal caller. After a good 
showing last week at St. I/>uis, he got the 
nod to start when Joe Nainath injured Ins 
ribs and Al W oodall went home to be with 
his ailing father.
